WASHINGTON - President 
Reagan, moving to repair damage 
done to his administration by the 
Iran-Contra affair, yesterday named 
former Senate Republican leader 
Howard Baker to replace Donald 
Regan as his chief of staff, 

Baker’s appointment, coming one 
day after the 'release of the Tower 
'Conimission report on the scandal, 
was greeted by strong bipartisan ap- 
proval from members of Congress, 
who have complained that the Presi- ' 
dent’s leadership in dpmestic and 
foreign issues has been crippled by 
White House disarray under Regan. 

“I believe you can already hear a 
sigh of ‘relief throughput Washingr 
ton,” said Sen. Nancy Kdssebaum, R- 
Kan.

Regan, who was widely criticized, 
for a management, ist^e thakstifled 
dissent and bypassed the President in 
crucial decisions, submitted a terse 
pne-sentence letter of resignation to 
Mr. Reagan at 3:30 p.m. ES'T yester- 
day — two hours after Baker met 
with the President to acfcept the post. 

“I hereby resign as chief of staff to 
the President of the United S^ 
Regan wrote, ending a stormy 25- 
month reign. 

Baker said that in acceptiiig the 
job, he is abandoning his plan to seek 
the 1988 Republican presidential 
nomination. ■ 

“The President asked me to accept 


the most sensitive position in his per- 
sonal entourage,” the former Tennes- 
see senator said. ‘T didn’t see how. I 
could turn that down.” . y 

Baker brushed aside questions re- ; 
garding changes he ‘ will make in 
White House operations to help Mr. 
Reagan regain credibility with COnr 
gress, the public and other nations. 

“We’ll have a transition operation 
this weekendj I’il be on the job Mon- 
day, and the first order of business, 
obviously; will be tO take assessment 
of the situation and to formulate rec-, 
ommendatiOns to the President on 
how to constitute the new staff,” he 
said; 

In a written statement released at 
4:45 p.m., Mr. Reagan noted that 
Regan’s resignation was effective
